That for the past year, ending the first of December, 1880, there has been in 
the House for a shorter or longer time, 80 inmates, the average for the year being 
39; there is now in the House 35, exclusive of the Master, Matron, and Assistant ;

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- Iam pleased to report that the Master and Muatrou are using every effort to 
the best of their ability to manage affairs intrusted to their care with satisfaction

We are in want of fence rails to complete the arrangement of the different 
fields, and T would recommend that a picket fence be built in continuation of the 
one in front of the place, until it reaches the west boundary, and take the old rails 
for the inside fences. 

I would also recommend the building of a small, neat, open drive shed, to hold 
one or two teams. It would be a great acccmmodation to parties bringing inmates 
for the Poor House, for they often have to come a great distance and need a place 
to shelter and feed their horses, and. we have no convenient place for that purpose. 

James Bodfish, a late inmate of the House, paid his board in advance from the 
first day of June, 1880, to the first day of July, 1881, at the rate of $1.50 per week, 
$78; he died on the 4th of October last, being 132 weeks board, $20.25; funeral ex-
